Michigan 


Detroit—W)—-Explosion of a home- 


made fieater in the garages-home -of 
Oliver Stewart, 45, in Lincoln Park 
at 5 a, m. today caused his death and 
that of his wife and their two chil- 
dren. The blast wrecked the interior 
of the small structure but left its 
•walls standing. 


The four members of the family, 


including a daughter, Mamie, 5 and 
a son, Thomas, 2. were sleeping in 
three beds in a room off the kitchen. 
Chief Adolph Fernelius of the Ian- 
coin Park Fire department, said none 
of them had a chance to escape. 


Stewart, a gasoline station attend- 


ant, had manufactured a heater for 
the house by utilizing oil drawn from 
automobiles in the station. He had 
placed a tank near the roof and fed 
the fuel, through a tube, into the 
kitchen stove, which burned coal. 
The oil supply -was adjusted to feed 
slowly, dropping on the coal. 


Chief Fernelius said Be believed 


tha oil dripped into the stove too 
rapidly, forming a gas deposit which 
blew up when Stewart started the 
heater this morning. 
He was not 


sure whether the explosion or the 
gas killed the family. Xone of the 
bodies were badly burned.

immunize children vagainst scarlet fe- 
ver, considered more potent than the 
anti-toxin now in use, was announc- 
ed today by the U. S. Public Health 
Service. 


The new treatment is a "toxoid" 


consisting essentially of a mixture 
of scarlet fever germs and the anti- 
toxin manufactured by the. blood to 
resist them, with formalin added as 
a preservative. The "toxoid" is still 
undergoing tests but is considered

The toxoid Is not only considered a 


better protection against scarlet fe- 
ver than the old anti-toxin, but is 
much easier to take because it pro- 
duces only a mild reaction in the 
child. Children given the old anti- 
toxin usually AV ere made quite ill 
temporarily so it Tias not been wide- 
ly used. 


The principle of the toxoid Is to 


"fight fire with fire/* Scarlet fever 
germs that have been made harmless 
are -used in it to fight other scarlet 
fever .germs that are still dangerous. 


When the scarlet fever germ in- 


vades the blood it produces a poison 
that causes high fever, rash, and 
other symptoms of the disease. This 
poison is known as the toxin. The 
blood fights the toxin by producing 
an anti-toxin—a substance that is 
poisonous to the toxin. If the anti- 
toxin can be injected into the blood 
before the scarlet fever germ gets a 
foothold the disease usually can not 
get started. The old scarlet fever 
anti-toxin used for *m1'"-nT"*tT»g was 
made by giving a horse scarlet fe- 
ver, th^n making a serum contain- 
ing the anti-toxin manufactured by 
his blood. 


The new' tpxold is made by mixing 


scarlet fever germs grown In the 
laoratory with the anti-toxin from 
horse blood. The mixture is treated 
with formalin to preserve it and is 
kept in a warm chamber for two 
months. At the end of that time the 
germs in the mixture seem to have 
lost their power to produce scarlet 
fever, but the anti-toxin is still cap- 
able of fighting the disease. 


The toxoid was produced in labor- 


atories of the National Institute of 
Health of the public health service. 


Scarlet fever was fatal in about 


one out of 78 cases reported to the 
public health service from 47 states 
in 1930, the latest year for which fig- 
tires ars available. These figures are 
only approximate, however, as many 
cases of the disease were not report- 
ed.

THE WASHINGTON CRISIS 
Wherever goiernments by elected 


officials have been confronted with 
the iron necessities of governmental 
finance during the deflation 
they 


have begun, as Washington has be- 
gun. Gist, by postponing considera- 
tion of the problem, then by tem- 
porizing with it, then by approach- 
ing it relucantly. Only when the 
credit of the government was clearly 
seen to be imperiled have effective 
measures been proposd for preserv- 
ing it. But in almost every instance 
these measures have encountered the 
hostility of a substantial majority 
of the legislature. For the normal 
reaction of popular assemblies the 
world over, once they 
discovered 


that the necessary revenues cannot 
be obtained by taring the very rich, 
is to fee! as Mr. Crisp of Georgia, 
describes the House of Representa- 
tives as 
feeling 
now — that 
th« 


"House is against reducing expen- 
ses. is in favor of increased appro- 
priations and is against taxes." 


Thus far our American experience 


is fundamentally like that of the oth- 
er democracies. It remains to be 
seen whether it will continue to be 
like theirs. For in no large country 
where the problem fr^a come to a 
head has the crisis been surmounted 
by the normal free action of political 
parties. 
Thus far in every large 


not have in times like these a tax- 
able income nearly sufficient to meet 
the deficits of federal, state, and lo- 
cal governments. Their total income 
is gmaij in comparison with the to- 
tal income of tbe macs of the people. 
As a. result, every official who Has 
honestly studied the problem; be he 
socialist or conservative, ends by re- 
alizing that if the 
money Is to be 


raised, it must be raised out of the 
gmaii contributions of tbe many.

Almost every country has had a 


large deficit and almost every coun- 
try has begun, as we did, by borrow- 
ing money to meet it.

Against every specific 


proposal to economize or to tax there 
are arrayed a collection of powerful 
interests. Thus, if Congress touches 
the debt service, it collides with the 
investing classes and impairs

credit it Is seeking to preserve. If 
it touches the veterans' payments, 
it collides with the soldiers' vote. If 
it touches government salaries, it 
collides with the officeholders who 
are the backbone of the party ma- 
chines. If It touches subsidies, it 
collides with sectional and class in- 
terests.

ment proceeds to raise taxes, it is 
soon confronted with the disconcert- 
ing discovery that in a period of de-

money go? There are various ways 
of answering that question. 
"We 


might inquire how much of it goes 
for supplies and how much for sal- 
aries, how much for buildings and 
how much for upkeep, or we might 
be curious as to what sums go for 
printing and what we spend for 
raw materials. 


Then again there is another way 


of looking at government expendi- 
tures. 
How much of it goes for 


actual administration and how much 
of it to pay debts or the cost of the 
European •war? 


The usual way of analyzing the 


federal budget is to say that prac- 
tically 70 per cent of the total goes 
for wars, past and future. This 
means that national defense, inter- 
est on war debts, veterans' pensions 
and allowances and care of soldiers 
and sailors, takes up nearly 52,800,- 
000,000 out of our $4,000,000,000 bud- 
get. 
Objection is made to this 


method of classification by those 
who think that "national defense" 
should be separated from the items 
of the past.

not aid us much in understanding 
exactly what the federal funds go 
for each year. The official method 
of classification by the budget bu- 
reau calls for four main divisions.

Perhaps the least expenditures of] 


the whole federal government arej 
to b* found in *M« General Admin-! 
istration division. All the indepen-j 
dent establishments, with the excep- 
tion of the Veterans' bureau, do' 
not cost the government in excess 
of $50,000,000. And out of this 559.- 
000,000, ten million goes for voca- 
tional education and $9,000,000 to ad- 
minister the Interstate Commerce 
commission. Most of the so-called 
luxuries of the government, tee in- 
dependent bureaus and establish- 
ments are the least expensive of 
all. They may be superfluous but 
an entirely exaggerated idea hasj 
been spread as to the amounts o£j 
money they spend. 
For instance, j 


the Federal Trade commission, about! 
which there is a good deal of discus- j 
sioa from time to time, spends a 
little more than a. million dollars a 
year. The Federal Reserve board, j 
which is one of the most important j 
agencies of the country, costs only • 
about a million and a half dollars j 
a year. The Federal Farm board, I 
which in past years spent a good • 
deal of money for stabilization pur- j 
poses, is in -the new budget for less 
than one million dollars. The Ship- 
ping board takes only a. half million 
dollars in the new budget.

Tet the foregoing does not give a 


true picture because under general! 
functions there is an item of $125,- 
000,000 for public buildings, which is 
really additions to plant and equip- 
ment. Under the civil functions we 
find an item of $155,000,000 which is 
the deficit expected in the post of- 
fice department for the jfiscal year 
ending June 1933. Also in this same 
division is another item of $229,000,- 
000 for public improvements, such as 
roads, rivers and harbors and flood 
controls, etc. In the so-called Non- 
functional group are the fixed debt 
charges, namely public debt retire- 
ment and interest .payment. 
This again does not give us a 


clue as to exactly •what the money 
goes for, but there is still another 
summary known as estimates class- 
ified by "character and object of 
expenditures" which tells in some- 
what more detail how the money is 
expended. It is here we find that 
the fixed charges of the government 
including interest and payment on 
•war debts, pensions and allowances 
for veterans, amount to a total of 
?2,000,000,000 and the "current ex- 
penses" are given as $1,128,000,000. 
Out of the latter sum approximate- 
ly S600.OOG.000 goes for '-personal! 
service," while the maintenance of! 
the fleet, repairs and alterations to 
buildings are all mixed in with the 
general current expense. The only 
items that throw any light in this 
category are those relating to per- 
sonal services and those relating- to 
printing. It is generally believed 
that the item of "printing1, engrav- 
ing, typewriting, etc." is large. The 
entire bai for the federal government j 
is approximately $11,509,000.

WHAT AILS WISCONSIN? 


No. 4 


Out of the flood of oratory that 


shook legislative halls at Madison dur- 
ing- the special session, the thousands 
of words written by the chief executive 
in legislative messages and the equally 
great flood of speeches delivered in 
halls or over the radio, one sentence 
has leaped out of the mass of pur- 
poses and cross-purposes with the ef- 
fect of greatly disturbing the busi- 
ness interests of the state. 


That sentence was written by Gov- 


ernor LaFollette. It is this: 


"The use of the taxing power in 


those states that have been farsighted 
enough to adopt income and inheri- 
tance taxes, is an effective instrument 
with which to redistribute money to 
enable workers and fanners to trade 
with one another." 


This sentence has been bandied 


around the state ever since it was ut- 
tered, it has been published and re- 
published, commented upon in pam- 
phlets and discussions, and created 
more apprehension than any other one 
thing that has occurred in recent years. 
- It was not made from the public 
platform where a man has little time- 
to choose words carefully. It was a 
deliberate statement in a carefully 
prepared message to the legislature, 
indicating that it was judiciously 
weighed, and might be expected as a 
battle cry of the future.

If the governor really meant what 


he said he has committed an error, 
colossal in magnitude. If we correctly 
gauge his mental talents, ten j-ears 
from now he will not loot at that 
statement with any pride. 


Redistribution of money is the mag- 


ic blarney stone of socialism. It may 
sound fascinating, particularly in a 
period of distress, but it is the "all in 
all," either in distress or prosperity. 
to those who cling in delusion to the 
folly that "the world owes every man 
a living," and who cannot understand 
that while this idea slips off the tongue 
with honeyed ease when men blow 
smoke to the ceiling and begin to 
daydream, it has been tried scores of 
times and always- ended in harm and 
disaster. 


Instead of making for justice it 


creates injustice. Instead of making 
for equality it makes equality^impossi- 
ble.

Were all people of the same 
inind concerning this idea and under- 
took with zeal and fervor to the utmost 
of their combined abilities to make it 
succeed, it must still result in utter 
failure. It will succeed when we dis- 
cover how to create perpetual motion 
and when Ponce ce Leon returns to 
the earth and finds the four.ts.in of 
eternal youth.

As a matter of fact taxation was 


never inaugurated on the face of the 
earth for the purpose of redistributing 
anything. Its sole purpose in our gov- 
ernmental structure is to obtain tuf- 
ficient money to run the government, 
not to turn the government into a. 
central station for the redistribution 
ot that money, which hapoens to rep- 
resent, in large part, the savings of 
the people, high and io-.v. 


There are a great many who are 


sorry the world is built the way it Is 
and people constructed as they are, 
w ho think they couic with ease im- 
prove upon the ways of Providence. 
With them we have no argument. We 
deal with conditions- as they are, with 
lrj:iii.r. nature as it is. and with princi- 
ples or government as they have been 


proven successful throughout centu- 
ries of human experience.

One great difficulty with all of us, 


the governor included, is that we of- 
ten deal with fantasies. We find that 
a few men in Wisconsin have incomes 
in excess of $100,000 a year and we 
construct, or warp if you please, our 
government, to try. to eradicate that 
condition, perfectly blind to the fact 
that if we took their entire incomes 
for any year it wouldn't bring the peo- 
ple of the state a dollar apiece. 


The annual report of the Wisconsin 


Commissioner of Banking, made on the 
eve of the depression, when deposits 
were high, shows that all banks with- 
in our borders, state and national, 
held together slightly under 124 mil- 
lions of actual money, about $41 for 
everj- child and adult in the state. That 
figure does not begin to measure the 
actual wealth of the state because it 
includes neither property nor invest- 
ments and therefore excludes what 
we choose to call wealth. But wealth 
is quicksilver. Wealth is not so much 
property as it is the ability of prop- 
erty to earn an income. Wealth is 
therefore treacherous. A railroad is 
wealth when it can produce an in- 
come. Without that ability it is a 
liability. 


The governor's quoted statement is 


most misleading because it beguiles 
people into believing in a wholly im- 
possible condition of society, because 
it acts as a lure to those who fail to 
reckon with its futility. 


But if we concede that the announced 


principle is correct and we wipe out 
the big fellows — or scare them out — 
then, in order to be consistent, 
we must start to wipe out those 
with $10,000 a year or more. And 
after we have used the power of tax- 
ation to level these down with the rest 
of the common mass we must drop the 
blade on the plow to take in all those 
above a thousand dollars. 


And when this is done what have 


you got? Just picture your society 
then. Try to picture any society when 
the ambition that moves • all" human 
conduct has been slain. 


There is only one way to make this 


principle work, by" intercession of di- 
vine aid in so altering human nature 
that noble instincts 'always rule and 
that all men be created in exactly the 
-same mould, with precisely the same 
zeal, desire, ability ^nd muscle. 


-When this scheme has been fried 


elsewhere — and they started trying it 
at least 2,000 years before Wise Men 
saw a star over Bethlehem — it has 
failed to accomplish the purpose which 
theorists expected to accomplish and 
has resulted in most unhappy, and 
sometimes tragical results. It has de- 
veloped in a very clear fashion one 
characteristic in humankind of which 
one is particularly proud — and yet this 
plan has always brought it out and 
put it at the fore — that of everyone 
trying to get all he can by doing as 
little as possible to deserve it, and the 
really clever squirming around so as to 
do nothing at all.

In the same address containing the 


quotation 
mentioned the governor 


made another statement, wholly in op- 
position to the first one. In speaking 
of the men who founded this great 
government he said : 


"They recognized that human experi- 


ence teaches 115 that the progress of 
mankind in every -field and at eve— - 
point has been advanced by the spark 
of some Individual initiative and vision. 


"They devised a society -which gave to 


the individual the greatest freedom and 
initiative ever vouchsafed him in all 
human experience, 


"Xo careful student can seriously 


question that the development of this 
country has been more largely due to 
this than to any other single factor." 
The two statements are irreconcil- 


able.
